FOR  THE

The  soil  best  suited  for  the  cul- 
ture of  the  beet  is  that  which  is 
rather  light,  provided  it  is  thorough- 
ly enriched  with  manure.  If  want-^ 
ed  very  early,  sow  in  hot  beds  and 
transplant;  but  for  main  crop  sow 
in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground 
becomes  fit  to  work,  in  drills  about 
18  inches  apart  and  two  inches  deep. 

For  winter  use  the  turnip  varieties 
may  be  sown  as  late  as  June.  When 
the  plants  have  attained  three  or 
four  inches,  thin  out  so  that  they 
may  stand  five  or  six  inches  apart. 

Keep  free  from  weeds  by  frequent- 
ly hoeing  and  hand  weeding  if  nec- 
essary. Before  freezing  weather  sets 
in,  the  roots  may  be  stored  in  a 
cellar  or  in  pits  as  potatoes.  If  dry  earth  is  thrown  over  them  before  the 
straw  and  earth  covering  is  put  on  it  insures  keeping  over  winter.  Don’t 
bruise  them.  One  ounce  of  seed  to  50  feet  of  drill,  5 and  6 lbs.  to  the  acre.

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GLADIOLUS 


No  flower  has  gained  more  rapidly  in  public  favor  than 
the  Gladiolus;  this  could  not  well  be  otherwise,  for  in  ad- 
dition to  the  great  intrinsic  merit  of  the  flower  it  is  easy 
of  cultivation  and  blooms  the  first  season.  Gladioli  thrive 
in  almost  any  good  soil  except  a stiff  clay,  requires  full 
sunlight  and  are  liable  to  injury  only  from  rank  manure. 
Plant  the  bulbs  six  to  nine  inches  apart,  the  large  ones  four 
inches  and  the  small  ones  two  inches  deep.  Make  an  early 
planting  of  the  smallest  bulbs  first  as  soon  as  the  ground  is 
sufficiently  dry  and  warm.  Continue  to  plant  at  intervals  of 
two  weeks  during  the  spring  and  early  summer;  in  this  way 
a succession  of  bloom  may  be  had  from  mid  summer  urtil 
frost.  In  separate  shades  or  mixed,  5c  each,  50c.  per  doz.
